At Flan- 
agan's lodging a variety of explosives 
were discovered, besides a revolver, false 
beard and other implonioiits for a dynam- 
ite war. Tho most intorestiny evidence 
given during the examination was that of 
an expert and scientific witness, who tes- 
tified that the explosive material in ques- 
tion was known as "liquid dynamite," 
an article that could not by any possibil- 
ity beoonnected with comniorcial or busi- 
ness transactions, and which was not made 
for any legitimate purpose. Flanagan in- 
terrupted the proceedings v. ith tho pointed 
question, "It is material similar to what 
shook tho house of commons, is it not f"

the nowK[)apcrs have devoted more 
space to Topics adect ing firitisli (.'olum- 
bia thiin formerly, and evidences have 
not been wanting that the time is not 
far distant when there will iie a big 
"boom" ill the province, which \\dll 
give it a deeidt.'d impetus in the path 
of progress. Ono I'eaHon for tnuidi of 
the ignorance wdiich prevails a.-; to the 
resources of the country is no doubt 
due to what wo may . term, using an 
oxpreaaive American word "ungot-nt- 
able-nesB." British Columbia is hop- 
ing that ere long this will be overconu", 
and that she may participate in that 
immigration which the older provinces 
of tho Dominion arc now enjoying. 
Notwithstanding the long journey en 
tailed tipou anyone visiting the prov- 
jncCi and the expenditure involved in 
mailing tho same, still it will be found 
that there are persons quite willing to 
pay the one and risk tho other if the 
inducements are .mcli as to warrant 
them.

til that reserve islifteil British Coliim- 
biu is not .a plane for any large nnmbei- 
of f.'iriners to emigrate to. lam glad 
to say, however, that the CSovernmcnt 
iid'orincd me the other day that those 
lantis will be thrown open at once, niid 
if that be the ease lhosf> who are on 
the spot at lln^ time will stiiml the best 
ehaiiecH of gi.'tting good place.s. I''arni 
Imnds get from .S20 to .■JI'O per month, 
with board, and a few could liml im 
mediate employment. In speaking of 
the )3rovince it must bo remembered 
that wo are not speaking of an insig- 
nifiennt tract of land, tho (joinptiled 
area being Iiri0,0fl0 s(|uare miles. The 
country has been decried liy politicians 
and otlicrs, principally, 1 believe, because 
they were ignorant of its viist resources. 
That fooling, I am happy to say, is fast 
disappearing, and people are beginning 
to act for themselves. British Columbia 
is destined to pour more money into 
I he treasury thtui any other province in 
tho Dominion on account of her vai-ieil 
resources. She has hor agricull iiral pro- 
ducts, vast coal beds superior to any on 
the I'acifio coast, and mountains of iron, 
ilver, gold, etc. Her (ishorii^s 
n-e large and iinstn'pftsaed, incretising in 
value every year. To the sportsiuaii w<^ 
oiler groat tiltractions in all parls of ihe 
province, ducks, grouse, goeso, deer, 
mountain goat, sheop, bears, etc. Vic- 
tori.i, tho capital, has a population of 
8,000. Its harbor is frerjuently thronged 
with shipping. It has direct cnnimniiioa- 
lion with San I'^'ancisoo three; limes a 
iiMUth, and throo times a week with 
I'liget Somnl. The city poHse.ssea excel- 
lent macadamized roads and her maiui- 
facturing ostablinhmonts are lumun-oun. 
'I'hey include boat building, brush, cigar, 
biscuit, boiler, llower, candy, furniture, 
piano, boot and shoe and glovo-mtiking 
ostablialunenls, sawmills, soap w(U'ks,

Tho Chinese 
work for starvation wages, they have no 
f.'unilicB to support, and in a sanitary 
point Of view they are vety filthy, and 
you will find twenty or thirty of them 
herding together in one room, eight feel 
by ten. Employers of labor had a notion 
to lunploy the first person coming along, 
but tho notion that Chinese labor is the 
cheapest is rapidly bemg dispelled. Many 
manufacturers who wore strongly in favor 
of tiiem, are to-day desirous of getting 
rid of them and substituting white labor. 
As soon as over white people will go in, 
the Ohincde will be superseded by them.

THK .^lD^•ICIPALITy ACT-, 1883. I 

The house went into adjourned cnm- 
inittnc on the above bill.Mr. Calbraith in 
tho chair. 

Clause 2 provides that no person in 
Victoria shall vote unless ho shall h.-ivu 
paid both road tax and water rate ton 
days previous to the d.iy of election. 

Sub-section 90, for compelling tho own- 
ers and occupiers of houses who havo no 
ladders to tho roof to havo scuttles with 
approaches or ataira to the roof. 

Section 100 was then takon up for regu- 
lation of hack and cab fares. 

Mr. Beaven said it was premature and 
wished the section atruok out. 

Mr. Dunsmuir thought the community 
was too small to commence regulating cab 
fares. Ho thought that fares at tho pre- 
sent time were not out of tho way. 

Mr. Duck said that if tho power bo 
given to the municipal council it did not 
necoBsarily follow that they would tiiko 
advantage of tho power. 

Hon . Mr. Smithe said ho woidd voto 
for it as it stood. Complaints were not 
made by local parties, but fit rangers had 
without doubt boon overcharged and had 
made complaints. We had great advan- 
tages to otter visitors and he did not think 
it would do any harm to put this power in 
ll;e hands of tho municipal council. 

Mr. Beaven was willing to havo hacks 
licensed, but objected to rc;/ulating it. scale 
of fares. 

Mr. Armstrong said the house might .as 
well regulate charges for doctors, grocers, 
butchers, etc. , if tliey wore goiiig to regu- 
late cab fares. 

Mr. Semliimaid the hon. senior mem- 
ber for Victoria city must bo very forget- 
ful as he believed that hon. gentleman was 
tho only person he had ever heard com- 
plain of overcharge by a hack man. He 
thought the clause ahould stand. 

The amendment was lost, clause was 
passed as it stood. 

Hon. Mr. Drake wished to add a sub- 
section to section 110. From any por.-*oii 
vending spirituous and liquor license by j 
tho bottle not to bo drunk on the pre- 
mises for each license granted dol- 
lars. Grocers who did not wish to keep a 
bar were almost compelled to do bo, ao a.s 
to supply their customers. 

Mr. Somliu would oppose it. He 
thought parties instead of having their 
solitary drink would take home their 
bottle and sot a bad example to those at 
homo . 

I\Ir. Orr said he approved of Iho amend- 
ment; he had been requested to try and 
get .snch a clause passed. Nearly all gro- 
cers had rt bar; no man wanted any of hia 
family to go to a public bar or to go him- 
Bolf whon he only wanted a bottle and 
perhaps have to swallow five or six drinks 
while ho waa getting it. 

Mr. T. Davie horo remarked that tho 
clause nuiealing tho sub-section taxing 
clubs was still under consideration and 
must bo dealt with first. He then intro- 
duced another sub-section taxing clubs 
$200 per annum and for each billiard table 
§20. 

Mr. Dulismuir said, although a member 
of tho club, if any honorable luoinber 
could show him it tax would be any good 
he would voto for it. He waa perfectly 
willing to pay tho tax. But tho honor- 
able member who had introduced it said 
that it diverted trade from its proper 
course, he might as well say Col. Hawkins 
should bu taxed for getting people to 
drink tea . 

Mr. Beaven could not acu why the tax 
had not been collected. 

Hon. Mr. Davie explained that the 
clause under which the lax was tried to 
be collected stated "that tho profits be- 
longed to thomoiubors of tho club." How- 
could a man sell hia own property to him- 
self and make a profit? It was a contra- 
diction on the face of it. 

Mr. Pooley said ho did not propose to 
vote upon it as he was a member, but ho 
intended to speak his mind on it. The 
honorable second member for the city said 
it took trade away from licensed victual- 
Ian. If ha meant from drinking in bar- 



rcottis he thoaglit the e«uL ought io be 
supported.- -It was a inatual association, 
and everything was purchased in the city, 
and the bills paid and conaumed by the 
mambors at an advaiico on coat to covor 
actual expouBca. 

■ Mr. Robson said we might as vvoll try 
to tax private families for asking friends 
in pne'a houae^ to take a drink. Ho was 
sure that no law or nmondmont which wo 
might pass in thia house would be of any 
avail. It Would bo declared unconstitu- 
tional. Ho understood that no actual re- 
sident of Victoria could he asked into the 
club to take a drink or play a garao of 
billiards. He believed from what he had 
hoard that the tendency of the club in a 
mond way was good aa it prevented 
youths from dram drinking. ganiWing, 
etc., as tho rules were very strict and 
strictly carried out. 

Mr. Allen said most monibora of the 
club if they did not go there had to go 
olsowho.e and pay ton cciita adrink- Isow 
thoy clubbed together to get their drinks 
as cheap as possible and they got them for 
six coats. He conaiderod they made » 
groat profit and ought to be taxed. (Hear, 
hear.) 

The clause, na well as Mr. Drake's 
amendment regarding bottle license Wore 
laid over until printed.

Muir, J. p. of Sooke, died at liia house 
ot Woodside Farm, Mr. Muir eamo to 
tho country in 1840 to dovelop certain 
coal mea.iures at Fort Rupert. After 
working there awhile a discovery of coal 
was made at Naiiainio, and Alr.INliiir, pro- 
ceeding to that phico, opened tho lirst 
coal mine, thus laying the foundation of 
one of tho chief Bourcos of British Col- 
umbia's importfltico and wealth. Subse- 
quently Mr. Muir retired to Souke in 
1851, where ho bought the beautiful 
tract of land which has since been suc- 
cessfully farmed by himself and sous. 
In 1854 Mr. Muir was iiypointed to the 
first assembly, ropresontiiig Sooke. Pre- 
vious to that lie was appointed by Hei |

death, being in fad, the lust survivor of 
the old list of niagiatratos who hold their 
appointments from Her Majesty.

Bluir baa lived 
ill retirement. Although in his 84th year 
tho decoased enjoyed excellent health 
until two days before hia death, whuti , 
having contracted a severe cold, he quick- 
ly succumbed. The funeral will take 
place to-morrow. Tho coromony will be 
porfurmud by Bishop Cridgo, bet^^'een 
whom and the doioased there osifl'ed o 
close friendship for nearly 30 years.

Thomas G. Munroe wna chargoil with 
having, on the 11th of Soptcnther, 1882, 
killed one steer, tho property of persons 
unknown. The second count by the in- 
dictment was for stealing a steer. 

Mr. Wilson, of Davio & Wilson, ap- 
peared for the prisoner. 

Tho jurj' wore sworn aud in somo live 
cases the jurymen were challenged by tlie 
defenco and stood aside. 

Mr. Harrison, for the Crown, explain- 
ed the case to tho jury, pointing out thoro 
wore two distinct ofloticea charged. Tho 
prisoner stated he had through hi.'i wife 
tho bill of sale of a heifer on Salt Spring 
laland, the. progeny of Avhicli he claimed, 
and under tho clonk of thia bill of sale ho 
had killed tho cattle. Tho bill of sale 
was signed about five yoara ago. Tho an- 
imal killed was about three years old, and 
had evidently belonged to some farmer. 

Samuel Brockur sworn — Had known 
tho prisoner eight months on Salt Sprinc 
Island where ho had a small houae and a 
small piece of land. He stopped thoro 
for Bovoral days last Aiigu.st and thoy 
wont together to Askew's Mill. On (ho 
lat of September ho allowed witness a bill 
of snlf of a calf that his wife bought from 
\\ illiam Smith. 

He waa away a week and he told him 
he showed Mr. Footd, J. P., hia bill of 
sain, and that it was good and that he 
could take tho animal out oiiAIra. Booth's 
yard, anil that ho could go into tho band 
of will. ..lock and lake the four animals 
ho claimed, or others in their place. Ho 
told witness if he would get some of the 
animals ho would give him half tho moat. 
They wont together and witiieaa killed a 
red steer by hia authority, and took tho 
carcass io Mrs. .Vskow's mill antl sold 
half of it, and .^out tho hide to Victoria. 
Witness got the procooda of hide and was 
to divide them but did not see jiriafinor 
aftorsvarda. 

To Mr. Wilson: There were no branda 
on tho steer and Afrs. Munroe was pres- 
ent; there were two or throe in a bunch 
and witness lot ily at thorn. 

William Smith sworn, testified as to tho 
sale of a heifer calf to Mrs. Orifliths for 
j?5 of which he received only §2. This 
was in '78 and Mrs. Munroe, then ojily a 
girl of 12 or 13, paid him 82 on it. Tho 
witness afterward went to San Juan, on 
account of a rape which was sworn on him 
by Ann GriQitlia. There he received a 
letter from prisoner enclosing tho hill of 
sale and saying lie had him in his power, 
as he had married .Ann (Iritliths. Ho 
wanted tho bill of sale sigiiod by two set- 
tlors. Prisoner afterwards asked for tho 
bill of .s.ilo, but witness refused as he had 
not received §2. There was anothor bill 
of sale given a year ago, which he gave 
prisoner for the sale of a calf to Mrs. 
Oritliths, though Mrs. Munroe gave the 
money, but witnosa gave it prisoner on 
his saying he had made it all right with 
Mrs. Oriflltha. Ho did not intend that 
tho girl Khouhi havo the calf, as she had 
sworn falsely. Prisoner on the strength 
of the bill of sale said he iuteudod to kill 
three animals every year. 

Thomas Baker sH f.rn, stated tho circum- 
stances of tho aale of the' calf — whioh 
Smith wns going to kill, but sold to Ann 
OriflUhs; it waa marked and turned out 
with Mrs. Booth's slock. Three yeara 
ago, at a sheep shearing, prisoner .tsked 
if Ann owned any animal in tho woods? 
Witness told -hini it belonged to Mrs. 
Booth. ' -" ' 

WiUiam A. Hudson sworn, toatified aa 
to the letter received by William Smith 
from prisoner at Salt Spring Island on- 
cloaing'bill of sale, also to a ealf having 
been given by Mrs. Orifliths alius Mrs. 
Booth to JIuiiroo's wife who then went 
by tho name of Annie Orifliths, Ho only 
know Monroe to havo this one cow which 
was killed. 

Henry Sampson sworn — I killed a cow 
for prisoner and it was sold to Mr. 
Hughes. This wns tho cow that i\Irs. 
Oritliths gave Mrs. Munroe, and was the 
same that Hudson's son drove down to 
the beach. This occurred three years 
ago. 

Mr. Wilson briolly addressed tho jury, 
contending that though tho prisoner had 
killed tho cattle he hmi ii"t dono so with 
felonious intent. 

James McFaddon sworn, stated that the 
bil lof sale w.ia drawn in hia houae, and 
that tho prisoner said tho calf was not 
sold to Mrs. Booth iilias .Mrs. OrilBths, 
but to Ann Orifliths, now .Aha. Munroe. 
Tho bill of aalo was signed by witnecaand 
Robert Hughes. Munroe declined to 
give tho bill of aalo up. Wlion ho was 
very drunk ho said he intended to kill 
throe cattle every year. Numbers of tho 
cattle on the island are imbranded and 
Bottlers cannot identify them. 

Oeorgo Hampden sworn, testified thai 
in May last Suiith asked him to make out 
a bill of aalo of n lieifor, which he did. 
Mr. McFaddeii cautioned him as Mrs. 
Orifliths claimed alio bought the heifer, 
but ho said "no such thing, it wan thu 
little girl that bought it." 

J\Ir. Wilson addre.ised tho jury on bo 
half of the prisoner, 

Mr. Harrison followed on the jiart of 
the Crown. 

Mr. Justice Walkom charged the jury. 

Tho jury then retired,

Tho jury in the; iMunroo case camo into 
court with ft verdict to tho effect that 
they did not think there was suflicient 
uvidonco to convict tho prisoner and that 
they brought in tho prisoner not guilty 
accordingly.

Thomas G. Munrou was then charged 
with h.aviug, on tho 5tli of November, 
stolen one swine the property of Henry 
Sampson. 

Mr. Wilson said the prisoner was enti- 
tled to a full panel and asked that all tho 
iianics bo placed in the bos.

containing a quantity of pork. This waa 
covered over with boards which were 
aeain concealed by grass and ferns. The 
akin of the head, which was green, was 
in possoasion of the dog. Mr. Sampson 
himself then viiited the prisoner's house, 
but found no one there but the dog, ho 
took t'io heaa of the pig, or rather the 
front portion, and then searched round 
the premises and found the boiler and 
tho pork. The ears of the head, which 
were marked, had been cut off. Mr. 
Sampson immediately got up iiis hogs 
and found that four wero missing. He 
then visited prisoner's house ngnin, but 
no one Wus thoro although there was a 
kettle oil tho Qre and he waited, no one 
came. There were about two-thirds of a 
pig the size of the "Bent-noaod Sow" in 
tho kettle. 

Mr. Wilson addressed the jur^ on bo- 
half of tho prisoner and called several 

wiLiu)H-''e8. 

Mr. JuatiiKi Walkom then charged the 
jury who afterwards retired. 

The jury came into court at 4:30 with 
a verdict of acquittal. 

Mr. Harrison, on the pari of tho 
Crown, stated that the case of Edward 
Thotiiborg for nliooting was postponed un- 
til next u.ssi'/.e.-i. 

His Honor in diseharging the prisoner 
said ho would roiniiid him that he had 
been acquitted in the first c.ise simidy 
because the evidence waa not strong 
enough. 

Tho petit jurors wero discharged. 

His lordship announced that tho court 
would bo adjourned until 2 o'clock on 
W'edneaday when tho sentences would be 
delivered.

BIRMINGHAM, THE I'OLITICAL .UlENA. 

The real centre of the week's political 
interest must bo soucht in Birmingham, 
whore the tories and liberals organized i:i- 
val demonstrations. Tho marquis of Salia- 

biiry devoted four speeches to an attempt 
to demolish the liboral.s and radicals, de- 
nouncing with his usual bitter cleverness 
the ministerial zigzag policy in Ireland, 
England, Egyiit, India and Africa, im- 
partially attacking both wings of tho cab- 
inet. He announced that the tories had 
a substitute policy ready, which seems to 
consist for domestic purposes of bettor 
dwollinga for artizans, and a poaaible ex- 
tension of franchise at some diatant dato, 
and a revival of tho Boaconsfield policy 
abroad. Tho Birmingham junior liberal 
association last night held an immense 
meeting at the town hall, to hear an in- 
augural address from their president. 
Lord Roxberry, who appeared in Bir- 
mingham for tho first time. He was 
greeted liko an old friend and apoko for 
an hour, replying to the marquia of Salis- 
bury point by point, with marked effect, 
and concluding the warmly-cheered speech 
with a peroration of general eloquence not 
unworthy of tho place and platform. 

Chamberlain followed, retorting also 
upon the marquia of Saliabury, and ridi- 
culing the anticipated coromoniea of the 
tory foatival as mediteval mummery and 
a fitting reception for a statesman 200 
yeara behind his time, exposing his mis- 
takes of oflico, and describing Ilia foreign 
policy as a policy of homicide. Cham- 
berlain's apeeoh waa perhaps the ablest 
which ho over delivered, his ripened ora- 
torical method being marred by only two 
blomislies— a comment almost communis- 
tic in tone on tho manjuia of Salisbury's 
fortune, and a renewed invitation tn thu 
Irish to continue agitation. 

TUB PnULIO KXCITED. 

There remains a very strong fooling on 
the subject of dynamite, and tho numer- 
ous arresta made during the week in Eng- 
land and Ireland havo increased tho gen- 
eral uueaaineaa. Infernal mnchinoa aoizcd 
at Liverpool on Wednofidiy wero of a very 
formidable character. The police author- 
ities say tho capture frustrated attempts 
to blow up tho govornmont buildings, one 
in Liverpool and tho other in JIancheater. 
Both explosions wero to bo effected this 
week. Tho police believe them to bo of 
tho standard pattern, adopted by the 
dynamite faction, and say they wero evi- 
dently made in America. These oficur- 
rencea, tho throata to blow up the poat- 
offico, the doubling of tho military on 
sentry duty in London, and the menac- 
ing lottera received in every direction, 
make the public fevoriah. 

LADY PIXIE RECEIVES UEU QUIETUS. 

Lady Florence Dixie received her qui- 
etus in the house Thursday night, the 
homo secretary stating that no further in- 
quiries would bo made in tho matter, as 
there was nothing in it. Quoen Victoria 
is very much annoyed about it, having 
manifested great sympathy for Lady 
Florence, her faithful servant and cele- 
brated gillie, John Brown, having lost 
his lite in liis efforts to reach a solution 
of the mystery. Ho was sent fioui Wind- 
sor to l..ady Florence Dixie's, to in(|uiro 
aa to the circunistancea of her outrage, 
and what with the inclemency of tho 
weathor and tho mystifycation into which 
her ladyship plunged him, he took to his 
bod and died.

John Brown's dcceaso elicits from the 
queen oius of the most extraordinary 
tributes ever paid by a mistress to her 
servant. An Mngliali public, long famil- 
iar with the exceptional position occupied 
by John Brown, accept with gravity 
whatever the qiieon chooses to say. The 
newspapers aro treating hia death aa a 
public event, and publishing elaborate 
and oiilogiatic biograpbioa. The French 
papers insisted that Brown was tho 
queen's adviaor in domestic and state af- 
fairs, and indulge in some very equivocal 
and unfounded romancing, reciting num- 
eroua anecdotes, presumably imaginary, 
illustrating his behavior to French nota- 
bles.
